“Good Roads In The West 


The article appearing in this col- 
Aimin last week dealing with the in- 
fluence and effect of good all-the- 
year school attendance, 


roads upon 


better schools and the development} 


of rural high schools, concluded with 
a referénce to what the Province of 
Quebec is doing in _ good roads 
building and the markedly beneficial 
effect it is having on agriculture, in- 
dustry ‘and education in that Prov- 
ince, and how enthusiastically the 
people there are in support of a con- 
tinuance of a policy which is creating 
such an improvement in the life and 
Prosperity of the Province. 

What is being accomplished in 
Quebec is not-only of direct benefit 
to that Province, but indirectly it 
benefits Canada as a whole, although, 
it must be admitted, the.effect will 
not be very noficeable in these Wes- 
tern Provinces except that, insofar as 
Quebec advances, the whole Do- 
minion is advanced and benefitted by 
what has been regarded as our most 
backward Province coming in line 
The good 
roads program of Quebec is a sign 
of an awakened Province, and those 
roads will prove a most influential 
factor in making the Province still 
more progressive. 

The question is: Are the other 
Provinces of Canada, and more par- 


ticularly these Western Provinces, 
going to emulate Quebec’s example 
in respect to good roads  construc- 


tion? It can hardly be doubted but 
that they will, and the question then 
arises, how soon are they going to 
begin to create a.system of hard- 
surfaced main highways? The fur- 
ther question presents itself: Is the 
present an opportune time for the in- 
auguration of such a policy? 

We submit that now is the accept- 
ed time, and we propose to give a few 
reasons for that belief. The Do- 
minion Government has recently pro- 
vided a vote of $20,000,000 to be paid 
to the Provinces on a_ population 
basis, covering a period of five years, 
to be expended in highway construc- 
tion. By the terms of the grant the 
Provinces are required to spend an 
even larger sum in order to become 
entitled to the Dominion grant. That 
is to say, for every $100,000 supplied 
by the Dominion, the Provinces must 
put up $150,000. As the Dominion 
agrees to furnish $20,000,00 within the 
next five years, it means that the Pro- 
vinces will have to furnish $30,000,000, 
thus providing a grand .total of 
$50,000,000, or $10,000,000 a year to 
be spent on highway construction in 
Canada. Surely, therefore, now is 
the time above all others to embark 
on a prograin of construction of per- 
manent roads, and not merely make- 
shift dirt roads, 

Of this $20,000,000 of Dominion 
money, the three Prairie Provinces 


will receive the following amounts: 
Alberta, $1,478,000; Manitoba, $1,602,- 
$1,806,000, a to- 


000; Saskatchewan, 


tal for the three Provinces of $4,886,- 
000—say, in round figures, $5,000,000. 
The Provinces will be required to 
furnish an additional $7,500,000, thus 
providing an annual sum of $2,500,000 
for the next five years. If thi®money 
is wisely expended on permanent 
roads, Western Canada at the end of 
the five-year period will have some- 
thing to show in good roads, and we 
venture to predict that the advan- 
tages resulting from such highways 
will lead the people to insist that_the 
good work be continued. 

The next question that will present 
itself is: Can these Western Proy- 
inces finance their proportion of this 
program, and at the same time con- 
tinue to spend the large sums neces- 
sary in these new Provinces on what 
are pioneer roads and which must be 
built to enable farmers in remote dis- 
tricts to get to market, Let us take 
Saskatchewan as an _ example, and 
what is true of it is proportionately 
true of Manitoba and Alberta, 

In this present year of 1919 Sas- 
katchewan will derive a revenue from 
automobile licenses of upwards of 
$800,000. Saskatchewan’s annual grant 
from the Dominion under the propos- 
ed new highways scheme will be 
$361,200 a year, which will call for a 
further provincial expenditure of 
$541,800. Saskatchewan can find this 
from its automobile license revenue 
and still have a quarter of a million 
dollars left over, And surely auto- 
|mobile license should be 
spent on roads, and good hard-sur- 
faced permanent roads at that. 

Furthermore, if our Western Pro- 
vincial Governments take over full 
responsibility for the building and 
maintenance of certain main roads in 
municipalities, and thus relieve the 
municipalities of all expenses in con- 
nection therewith, the municipalities 
benefically affected thereby could, in 
turn, well afford to .-...~ the small 
geants of a few hu... ilars they 
may now receive from the Province. 
For every dollar they thus relin- 
quished they would  reccive several 
dollars back in the form of perman- 
ently constructed and maintained 
main roads, 

The largest number of automobile 
owners in these Western Provinces 
are farmers, Hard-surfaced roads 
will extend the period of time in the

will reduce the wear and t:ar on the 
same, thus increasing their value to 
the farmer. Their greater value and 
utility will lead to a further increase 
in the number of cars used, and, con- 
sequently, provide a_ still larger 
license revenue from which a consis- 
tent and ever larger program of 


good roads construction can be car- 
ried on, 

The moral of the situation would 
seem to be that every Western far- 
mer should become a good ~<--* 
booster, and should bring «.! possible 
legitimate pressure to bear nnen 1 
Provincial Government to embark 
upon a well-planned, progressive 
policy for the construction of per- 
manent hard-surfaced main roads,

Of The War 


Old War-Worn Birds Have Been 


Pensioned Off By Govern- 
ment 

Feathered “veterans” of H.M. 
Pigeon Services are being “demobil- 
ized,” and it has been decided to pre- 
sent them to discharged soldiers. 
Practically all the pigeons used by 
the army, navy and air force during 
the war, numbering 80,000, were pre- 
sented gratuitously by breeders, in 
return for which the latter were given 
free supplies of grain to assist in 
rearing’ fresh “recruits.” 

In a few cases old war-worn birds 
have been pensioned off by the Gov- 
ernment, and are now living in peace 
and plenty. One of these is the 
pigeon which was shot through the 
eye while delivering a message, It 
recovered from the wound, and is 
now at Westgate, “on light duty.” 

“The number of lives saved by 
pigeons during the war will never be 
known,” said an officer, “for, in ad- 
dition to the many pilots and obser- 
vers who have been’ rescued from 
wrecked machines, as a result of 
messages faithfully delivered, the 
birds have been used to establish 
communication with troops who were 
surrounded by the enemy by drop- 
ping the birds from airplanes in bas- 
kets attached to parachutes.” 


Britain’s Wheat Purchase 


Relieved Financial Strain on Aus- 
tralian Wheat Board 
Sydney, New South Wales.—Brit- 
ain’s purchase of 1,000,000 tons of 
Australian wheat at 5s 6d a bushel 
f.o.b. has greatly relicved the finan- 
cial strain on the Australian Wheat 
Board. Wheat growers are hoping 
that the British Government will ex- 
ercise its option to purchase another 
500,000 tons before the end of the 
year, This huge sale to the Imperial 
Government will not prejudice Aus- 
tralia’s markets in South Africa, New 
Zealand and the west coast of South 
America, as provision is made in the 
contract for the retention of these 
markets, The options held by. Britain 
are subject to review in the event of 
theNnew wheat season in Australia 
not yielding a sufficient surplus to 
supply adjacent_markets, Probably 
3ritain will consent to take a por- 
tion of the wheat in the form of flour, 
thus giving employment to Australian 
workmen and Australian mills.

Great Britain’s ‘ 
‘War Forecasts 


New Zealand Officer Describes Them 
As Marvelously Accurate 
Wellington, New Zealand. — New 
Zealand's brilliant soldicr, Brigadier- 
General Richardson, amazed the 
members of the New Zealand Club 
recently when he described how mar- 
velously accurate were the British 
forecasts in 1912 of the world war. 
General Richardson attended seeret 
and confidential lectures given to of- 
ficers attending the — British staff 
college. They were told that as 
soon as the Kiel Canal had been 
deepened Germany would find some 
pretext for war with France, prob- 
ably in the autumn of 1914 or in the 
early spring of 1915. The French 
army would fall back, also the Brit- 
ish army if it was in France, and 
Paris might be captured by the Ger- 
mans, but the fall of the capital would 
not end the war.- If Britain were to 
maintain an army of 1,000,000 men 

conscription would be necessary. 

Thé lecturer also stated that the 
German fleet would not seck a deci- 
sive combat with the British until it 
had thinned down \ the British flect 
by mines and submarines. Germany 
hoped to sink one British ship a week 
by these agencies, and then to strike, 
say in 12 months from the declaration 
of war.

Butter For Paris 


Opportunity for Canada to Sell Forty 
Tons a Day 

Paris will use 80,000 pounds of 
Canadian butter daily, if Canadians 
are willing to ship them, according 
to Philippe Roy, Commissioner-Gen- 
eral for Canada in“France.

Rumanians Requisitioned 71,420 Pairs 
From Asylum in Budapest 

Paris,—-Advice of further’ reauisi- 
tioning in Hungary by the Rumanian 
troops of occupation were reccived 
by the.supreme council of the peace 
conference. On September 10 the 
reports stated the Rumanians requis- 
itioned 71,420 pairs of shoes from the 
orphan asylum in Budapest. OF these 
the great bulk were shipped to Ru- 
mania, only 8,000 pairs being left in 
the orphanage. The orphanage so- 
ciety expressed the fear that these 
also would be taken under the guise 
of military requisitions, leaving the 
orphans shoeless for the winter, 
Many other cases of alleged looting 
were reported to the supreme coun- 
cil,

Sydney, New South Wales, — Ja- 
pan’s exports to Australia have over- 
taken the imports, and there was a} 
balance of trade in favor of Japan 
for 1918 to the extent of £1,826,040, 
This fact was brought under the no- 
tice of the New South Wales Goy- 
ernment by Mr. J. B. Suttor, their 
commercial commissioner in the 
east.

Farm Colony For 
Tubercular Veterans 


To Bo Established Shortly by, the 
Soldiers’ Land Settlement 
Board 
Calgary, Alta—A new. colony for 
returned soldiers who are tubercular, 
and who are inclined to try farming, 
is to be established shortly by the 
Soldiers’ Land Settlement Board in 
the forest reserve of the southern 

Alberta foothills, 

The selection of some 20 séctions 
of suitable land in the reserve for this 
purpose will be made within the next 
week or two. The inspection of a 
large area from which these 20 sec- 
tions will be selected is ‘now being 
made by officials of the Soldiers’ 
Settlement Board of Calgary, 

Tho land upon which these patients 
will be settled will be selected west 
of Claresholm, and is ideal for the 
purpose, which is to place these 
soldiers who have suffered from the 
effects of gas or are of tubercular 
tendencies upon land where the du- 
ties and requirements will not be 
heavy, but where the climate is suit- 
able to their constitutional © xecuper- 
ation, " t 

The farms will not be confined to 
one particular areca, but will be dis- 
tributed over a large area. The re- 


‘quirements to be fulfilled by those 


who will be placed on these farms 
will be light.
